The iniiHising stable of .Tames Kiitler. while it did not return to the good mark it achlev*-d the first 
season after the New York liorsi-inan a<-qiiire*l his goml band of Ke«-ne-bred Imrses. <-<insi*lerahl.v more 
than doubled its winnings of 191.7. In 1014 the stable, ina*le up wholl.v of two-year-olds. <-aptiire<l $70.- 
123 in stakes and purs*-s. and with this commanding string of .voiingsters to enter the next ra*-iiig sea- 
,son. it s<*emed as if the Kutler stable would havi- a big year in 191.7. but at the end of that fieriod his 
stable’s winnings bad dropiH-i1 to S22.949. of wliich nearly half fell to two-year-olds. Last Coin, iin- 
b**aten as a two-.vear-old. n»-ver got to the iiort as a three-.v*-ar-old. and Pebbles and Coniel.v were coni- 
parative failures. This .vear Pebbles has never started anil Coniel.v did not even equal her thri-e-year-old 
form. Kilt Mr. Kutler was luckier than last .vear in developing one good three-year-old — in fa*-t, a great 
three-.vear-old. the ba.v colt Spur, b.v King .lam<-s--Aiintie Mum. iK-iiig a <leserving claimant for tli 
chanipionshiii of his age. As a t wo-yeiir-<ild Spur had b«-cn excelh-d in winnings b.v Padd.v Whack, but 
till- latter has won but a single rai-e as a three-year-old. Spur, starting twenty-one times, has Is'en 
unplaced but oin-e. and has won almost as much as the entire stable won last .vear. The four-year-old 
till.v. Capra, b.v Kallot — Cap and Kells, after having been outshone b.v her stable mates iMith as a two- 
.ve.-ir-old and three-.vear-old, jiroved to be the sei-ond U-st winner in the Kutler barn this year. Tin 
record of the stable for 1916 folhiws, it ranking fifth in winnings among .Vnierican stables:

Jolin H. Morris. Bosque Bonita Farm, has piir- 
rliased of the Quincy Stable the cliestiiiit stallion 
Andrew, foaled in 1911. by Disguise — Half Grown 
(dam of laist Goin), by Gylleno, sire of four winners 
of the Epsom Derby. The deal was made by the 
Powers-Huuter Compan.v. 

Andrew was a good race horse, having won five 
raees in 1915, four in succession. At Havre de 
Grace he won at five-eighths in 1:00, at five and 
one-half furlongs in 1:06 aod 1:06%; at three- 
quarters at Plmllcxi. and at .Belmont Park won at 
tliree-c.iiarters in 1:11%. 

As Andrew’ is a grand looker, with plenty of bone 
and size, from high-class families on both sire and 
dam’s side, he should do well iu the stud. Only a 
short time back Gtoige W. Wingfield was consider- 
ing his purchase for stud service on his Nevada 
Stock Farm.

Browne in the new racing plant tliat is alioiit to he 
built, has been on the ground for several weeks, 
ami Mr. Browne left him tliere looking after tlie 
details at tliat end. 

“Tliere are a number of the more influential 
men in Guha wlio are entliiisiustic over the build- 
ing of the plant.” Mr. Browne said. “Mr. Henslinll 
has the work iiniler way and a gramlstaml to seat 
l.S.(HK) persons will be built. Presiileiit Meiuwal 
will turn the first spaile of eartli for tliis hig 
staiul and the event will be a hig one for Havana. 
In addition to the race course, tliere will lie a 
baseball diamond laiil out and also an atliletie 
fiehl, so that all kimls of atliletie and s|iorting 
events ma.v lie presented. There also will Is- an 
ar**na for lioxiiig *’ont*‘sts, as well as other amuse- 
ment features in the new park.”
